The gas
companies are not in support of the bill and they plan to
fight it, which is I guess that is what they get paid for,
the lobbyists down here. But it would be a lot easier for
the Urban Affairs to jump over those two readings of the
bill and just have a b il l on Fi n a l Re a d i n g t o read. The
amendment itself, and I believe I c an par a phrase Senator
Withem on General File when he was describing the amendment,
he said it was ill-conceived a nd i l l - ad v i s e d an d he u r g e d
the body to reject it. Well, that i s m y f ee l i ng e xa c t l y ,
Senator Withem, and I think it is still ill-conceived and
i l l - a d v i s e d t o ad o p t the amendment at this particular time
on Fina l Re a d i n g . I d on ' t think it is a good idea to be
pulling these bills back and attaching amendments. A ll t h e y
want to do really is stall the bill and just see what 1003
does, and it probably is not going to go anywhere, so t h ey
stal l t h e bi l l , t hey gut 494 and put in that particular
piece of legislation. 494 is an important piece of
legislation to my district. As you all are well aware,
Internorth recently merged with HNG.

Now Missouri purchases its gas
from Internorth, or whatever they are calling themselves
now, Enteron, and so it just so happens that my constituents
will be affected by it as well as the 33 or 32 communities
in e a s t e r n Nebraska that presently receive natural gas.
That is why it is crucial that this bill pass this year and
it is devoid of any controversy. Unfortunately, once 1003
i s a t t a c hed t o 4 9 4 i t wi l l become a very controversial bill
and it will have a very difficult time of passing. I say we
take care of the problem right now that is in 494, take care
of that problem.
